These 
Individuals were operating a red OLDSMOBILE with an ALAMO 
rental car sticker on. the bumper. The vehicle was observed 
driving through the parking lot, noting license plates' 
numbers of vehicles parked in the lot.

statements obtained from the witnesses of their observations, b7c 
which are attached. 

It is- recommended that a 47C-NEW be opened "and 
assigned , to conduct a limited’ Investigation, including, but 
not limited, to, interviews of employees having contact with 
the alleged FBI investigators.

Maintenance employees were reviewed' for content. Asidevfrom the 
fact that the unsubs identified themselves as FBI investigators, 
the statements contained no substantial information that would 
constitute a viable lead. Aside from noting license plate 
numbers of vehicles parked in the lot, the unsubs did not demand 
or obtain anything of value.
